D. W. Patterson, chairman of the 
Public School board, who wa~ accom- 
panied by ‘Trustees C. Sti et 
and L. J. Henning, prese*.cec 
public school requisition, which pe: 
an increase of from $17,000 .::* year 
to $18,000. 

Mr. Patterson explained tht tnt 
invrease was due to the fact tha” 
allowance was made for the pe:sible 
necessity of hiring an extra teacher in 
the public school after the summer 
holidays, 

Another item allowed for in the re- 
quisition was the building of a new 
lavatory building at the publi-. as thool, 
the old one, it was ripersot, being a 
disgrace and a danger to the health of 
the children. 

Continuing, Mr. Patterson observod 
the solution lay in connectirg the 
school with the water and freu rr ays- 
tem, and not in building a new build- 
ing. He explained that the board had 
allowed for the plumbing in the 
estimates. 

Mr. Henning remarked that ‘the con- 
dition of the public school lavatory 
was a menace. With this Mr. Stredu 
linsky agreed, adding that.he thought 
the pipe line should be extenu:d to the 
high school. 

- Mayor Tooley replied that the whole 
situation would be taken into con- 
sideration.

The funeral, which was largely at- 
tended, was he!4 on Wednesday after- 
noon. Services were held in tre Wem- 
bley Community Hall, with Canon 
Pierce of Grande Prairie officiating. 

“Matt” Graham was born in Cum- 
berlandshire, England. When a young 
man he came to Canaca and worked 
as a brakeman on the C. P. R. in the 
Lake Superior region. 

Answering the call of the Great 
Northwest, he came to the Peace River 
in 1911 and filed on a homestead one 
mile west of Wembley, which he 
finally sold and purchased a feed ard 
livery barn at Wembley, w"':n he 
operated up to the time of his tLness. 

A man of the highest int-grity, 
“Matt” had many friends threughout 
the district. 

Three sisters living in Cumberland- 
shire are left to mourn the loss,

|\Good Market For 
Puffed Wheat Says 
‘Plant Operator 


Puffed wheat is being eaten as fast 
as it can be made, said Alfred Rogers 
of Wanham while in Grande Prairie 
on Thursday on a business trip with 
some friends of that district. 

Mr. Rogers has had his machine 
running long enough to find that there 
is a good demand for locally produced 
puffed wheat and says that he is able 
to make a good product. 

Mr. Rogers spent some months with 
the Calgary Cereal Company learning 
the fine points of the trade, He 
started a plant last year but lost the 
whole equipment soon after starting 
by fire. His mill is situated nine miles 
southeast of Wanham on a farm. In 
the Wanham plant the puffed wheat is 
produced by a process of washing be- 
fore the wheat enters the machine. 
This is about the size of an office desk, 
he said. 

In the puffing chamber of : the 
machine. the wheat ia steamed under 
250 pounds pressure and then suddenly 
released into the cold air, in which It 
instantly loses ite moisture conteat 
and hardens. A gas torch creates the 
necessary heat for the Adams machine 
which Rogers uses. <A capacity of 
from 700. to 800 quarts of the finished 
food can be made in about eight hours 
with his plant, he said, and one man 
can operate it. 

Mr. Rogers hus not as yet invaded 
the Grande Prairie or other markets 
west but said he intends to do so, per- 
haps setting up a plant in Grande

The hospital building is located on a 
rising slope in a 25-acre piece of land 
owned by the hospital organization. A 
portion of this land was given by the 
Northern Alberta Railways. 

From this admirable location the 
Rocky Mountains can be clearly seen, 
as well as a wide range of country in 
other directiona. 

Tom Watt, who gave much volun- 
teer work, had charge of construction, 
while Bob Butler of Beaver Lodge was 
responsible for the carpenter work. 


Basernent 

The journey through the building 
commenced in the basement, which in- 
cludes laundry, dining room for staff, 
kitchen, pump house (where there is 
unlimitedwater), furnace room fitted 
with an air-conditioned furnace with 
automatic stoker. There is also a 
complete isolation ward with bath- 
room and a nurse’s quarters, dispen- 
sary and X-ray room, 

Main Floor 

Wide stairs lead to the 
trance on the main floor. 

Here are the women's ward, th? 
men's ward, private wards, nursery, 
which is sound-proof, case room, bath 
room, diet kitchén, operating room, 
with clean-up room attached. 

Third Floor 

On the third floor is the nurses’ 
quarters, which include bedrooms and 
bathroom. A large lounge room is one 
of the special features of this floor. 

The halls are wide and practically 
all the floors are maple. The building 
is electrically lighted throughout. 

A visit to the hospital is quite worth 
while and it is a splendid example of 
what can be accomplished by generous 
and Waeeereeten voluntary effort.

We are witn ssing the last days of 
capitalism. 

Although, here and ‘here, Fascism is 
priming pumps, trying to rehabilitate 
capitalism's activities, it is neverthe- 
less in vain. It can no more be in- 
vigorated. Being over-satiated, it is| 
fast decaying. 

Fascism, Nazism, with their cor- 
poratism, are tarred with the same 
brush. With their false modernly a ap-! 
pearance they are awkward mediaeval | 
repercussions, and as such cannot be 
otherwise than retrograde movements. 


What Social Credit Is

To put it shortly, the general effect 
of the existing system is to abstract | 
present purchasing power from the / 
consuming public and devote 
further production; but the people) 
from whom the purchasing power is 
taken are given no share in the new 
production. 

Theoreticaliy, more productich should 
result ‘n a greater distribution of 
goods for everybody; but the theory 
does noi work out in practice, because 
the process of abstraction is con- 
tinuous, the creation of new credits 
being continuous, and because the 
financial system makes no provision 
for restoring to its righiful owners the 
purchasing power abstracted. 

The purchasing power filched from 


the public is devoted to capital pro- | 
first, be- | 


duction, or goods for export; 
cause, being filched, it is no longer the 
consumer's, consequently there is no 
sense in producing with it the goods 
he wants, since he could not buy them 
Second, because being issued as loam 
to producers, the goods produced wii. 
it should preferably be of such a type 
as will form good security for the 
loans. Capital goods—buildings, plant, 
machinery, ete.—have good security 
value in the eyes of the bank; 
for personal use or consumption heave 
little or none. 


Owing to this effect of the banking | { 


system being constant in its operation, 
through the lack of control over prices, 
capital development proceeds at the 
expense of consumable goods — the 
kind of goods that we, as individuals, 
need or desire; and it should hardly be 
necessary to state that the satisfaction 
of personal needs is the sole justifica- 
tion for production of any kind. We 
produce a superfluity of factories and 
workshops, plant and machinery, 
rather than of the essentials and com- 
forts of life. We pile up mountains of 
capital which yield us only the merest 
mouse of consumable goods in return. 
Factories, plant, and machinery, are 
indispensable in the modern world and, 
properly used, may be the means of 
making us economically free; but their 
production must be kept in a sane 
relation to the production of goods for 
persenul use or enjoyment, or the 
whole purpose of industry is frustrated. 
And it should be evident to the most 
casual observer that the purpose of 
industry is being frustrated today. 
This constant filching of purchasing 
power by the creation of news credits 
keeps the hulk of the population round 
about the poverty line. Poverty forces 
them to compete with onc «nother for 
a place in the productive system, 
money being, at present. only dis- 
tributed through the channels of pro- 
duction and living being possible in 
civilized countries only if one 
possessed of money.

| keeps their remuneration low. They 
are told that if they would only work 
barder there would be plenty of goods 
for everybody. It sounds plausible; 
but the fallacy ties in the fact that the 
| goods they are asked to produce are 
aot the class of goods they themselves 
want. They want food, c!cthing, 
heuses, comforts and iuxuries; they 
are set instead to develop capital, to

-only way to increase the supply of 
necessaries, comforts, and luxuries is 
to set sbout producing more of these 
'chings, not to produce something else; 
economists are so hypnotized by 
| tue conditions im;~~sed on industry by 
+ankers that few of them are capable 
i? f seeing an obvious truth. 
The promise of more goods in the 

uiture is dangied before the workers 
lee keep them working, but the promise 
is not fulfilled, for the reason above 
utated—the constant filching of pur- 
chosing power by the creation of new 
credits—and ite effectiveness as an 
incentive to labor is failing in conse-

quence. 
Capital development, under the 
present system, impoverishes the 


country at home by displacing men in 
industry and iweping them rer,aunera- 
tion low, thereby reducing their spend- 
ing power and so curtailing the home 
market for goods; and it endangers 
the country abroad by compelling it to 
seek an ever-expanding foreign mar- 
ket capable of absorbing not only the 
surplus production which cannot be 
bought by the home population—and 
this surplus increases as the use of 
ruachinery increases—but also cf a 
further amount of production—the 
munadacture of which will give em- 
ployment to the men displaced by the 
machinery. 
is true, in a sense, to say that 
capitalism is the enemy; but it is 
capitalism misdirected by finance.

fulfilling the promise of construction.

00U in full settlement for the ph 34 
$250,000. However, even this generous |

occupies the ultimate seat of 
power. Governments merely register 
his decrees, or else concern .hemeelves 
with ind@:fferent matters that leave his 
power unaffected. 

The capitalist employer is also quite 
indifferent who gets his goeads. Rich 
and poor, friend and foe, a.e all alike 
to him in this respect. His one con- 
cern is that he shall recover his costs 
in full, and make a profit of some sort, 
for the simple reason that, if he does 
not, he goes out of business and 
ceases to function as an economic unit. 
Pay him his costs and he becomes 
quite indifferent who gets his goods, 
or whether they are biown into 
smithereens or sunk to the bottom of 
the sea. Probably he would prefer 
that they should be put to some good 
use; but so iong as the size of his 
income depends on the magnitude of 
his sales, and so long as the financial! 
system makes it more difficult for him 
to sell his goods than to make them. 
so long will he welcome any form of 
destruction or waste that increases the 
demand for his goods—provided he is 
paid for them. He would be more 
than human if he did not. 

Similarly with the worker. So long 
as work is his sole road to an income, 
and so long as new machinery keeps 
on reducing the med for his labor, so 
long will every form of ‘waste and 
destruction that createst a demand for 
work be welcome to him also. 

Whoever pays the capitalist’s cost 
gets his goods. If the community likes 
to do it, as it ought, he will, with the 
greatest goocawill in the werld, pour 
out necessaries and luxuries in aston- 
ishing quantities, sufficient to make 
everybody rich, and as fast as we like 
to give him orders. 

The employer of iabor is nowadays 
ttle more than a kind of manager 
or superintendent, who makes his 
living by carrying out a policy dic- 
tated for him by his master, finance. 
He is probably unconscious of the 
fact, and may asert in good faith that 
his policy is his own. It may seem so; 
but two things must be borne in 
mind: (1) Men, whatever their tastes 
er inclinations, drift inevitably into 
those businesses or occupations in 
which money, be little or much, can 
be made, and out of those in which it 
cannot. Which of these classes 
particular business is in depends en- 
tirely on whether the banks are or are 
not directing money or credit into 
channels favorable to that business. 
(2) A man, when in business, has to 
frame his policy according to what he 
thinks will pay; and that again 
determined by the direction and 
volume of the flow of credit.

capital he calls his own without 
changing in the slightest degree the 
policy he is engaged in furthering. 
You may nationalize industry, you 
may nationalize banking. even; but so 
long as the canons of present-day 
finance are adhered to the _ evils 
usually identified with capitalism will 
remain; and the canon of present-day 
finance that is responsible for all the 
trouble is the one ¢which ordains that 
all the costs of production shall be 
recovered in prices. 

That is a business and financial 
axiom which must be challenged. At 
no time is there enough money in the 
consumers’ hands to pay all costs in 
full, since these are largely made up 
of past spendings. If we accept the 
axiom we must logically accept all! 
that flovrs from it—bad trade, labor 
troubles, unemployment, poverty, and 
war—all the network of social and 
political problems now perplexing and 
alarming the world, for it is the prim- 
ary cause of them all 

Hard work, goodwill, economy, and 
saving—-presumed remedies held in 
high esteem by press and parliament— 
are powerless to cure what is, after 
all, an error in bookkeeping; 
finance is merely bookkeeping. In- 
correct book entries upset the balance 
between prices and purchasing power; 
and corrective buok entries alone can 
restore it, together, of course, with 
the financial operations these entvies 
will stand for.

He has a 
lifetim:c of experience in politics to 
draw upon for the building of a true 
commonwealth—-where the heritage of 
wealth in the resources of the family 
of British nations could be more en- 
joyed by the people in common. But 
Mr. Bennett has decided to make way 
for younger hands to take up the torch. 
There can be no doubt that he has 
been guided by a sincere desire to 
serve the best interests of the people 
of Canada. There is little more to be 
said but to express the hope that he 
may long be spared to give Canada 
the benefit of a great practical experi- 
ence and disinterested political vision. 
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POWER CONTRACTS 


The bill to provide for the granting 
of licenses for the export of power was 
brought in by the Prime Minister this 
week. During the course of the debate 
sharp words were exchanged between 
the Prime Minister and the Honorable 
Earl Rowe, Ontario leader of the Con- 
servative party. Each tried to prove 
that the other was afraid of Mr. Hep- 
burn, but both were agreed inat 
licenses should not be granted. As the 
debate on this subject was iong, the 
measure is not yet finished with, and 
so more will be heard about it later. 
In the meantime it might be interest- 
ing to know that Arthur W. Roebuck, 
former Attorney General and Hydro 
Commissioner, charged the Hepburn 
administration with scattering to the 
Quebec power companies gifts of 
money in many millions on the flimsy 
excuse that it lacks the courage to 
maintain that it is master in its own 
house. 


By renewing the new contracts the 


Hepburn government hed surrendered 
to the rapacity of the Quebec power 
companies, to whom the present Hydro 
chairman, Dr. Hogg, had already been 
sympathetic and from whom Dr. Hogg 
had received a retaMing tee while 
holding a Hydro post. 

This newest disturbance is but one 
of the many evidences of the discord 
existing at the present time between 
the provinces and the federal govern- 
ment. Duplessis in Quebec has passed 
a so-called padlock law which is un- 
British and un-democratic in all its 
aspects. Alberta is dissatisfied, and su 
is British Columbia. At no time since 
Confederation has there been so much 
lack of harmony in Canada as there is 
today. 

A nation can only survive according 
to the degree of harmony between its 
component parts. Canada is indeeJd 
undergoing a severe strain.

ERSTWHILE SCHOOL TEACHER

She was a nice little girl with big 
brown eyes and her parents wanted 
her to be a school teacher. Because 
she was an obedient little girl, she 
studied. hard and graduated from 
normal school as a kindergarten spe- 
cialist and waited for her first occa- 
sional teaching job.
